MELLON’S MUNIFICENCE 


M O R E than ever m aking W ashington an artistic center conies 


the news from Pittsburgh that Andrew W. Mellon, long sec­ 
retary of the treasury, has filed a trust deed of $ 1 0 ,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 
which, with his great art collection, will form the nucleus ot a 
rational institute of art at the capital, 
in the words of the deed 
the gallery will “ have as its object the education of the people 
of the United States in the fine arts and cultural ad vancem ent 


of m an k in d ” 
Mr. Mellon was secretary of the treasury almost eleven 
vears and left office to becom e am bassador to the C ourt ot St. 
Jam es. 
He was in and of the life of W ash in g to n from the time 
be was 66 until he was 77, and he loved the city even m ore 
that he did his h o m e town, Pittsburgh. 
He saw in the capital 
a great m eans ot education in the fine things of life as well as 
the political center of the country. 
It is characteristic that the 
n a m e of the institution is to be ‘‘The National Gallery ot Art 
of the United States” or som ething similar, there being already 
a National Gallery, which is a part of the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion, in addition to the C orcoran and f reer galleiies. 
The Mellon benefactions will constitute a group of paint­ 
ings and other art objects said to have cost originally $25,0 0 0 ,- 
000. 
They have been collected over m any years. 
T he collec­ 
tion is especially rich in Raphaels, Rembrandts, Van Dycks, and 
has a Velasquez, a Van Hyck, a Botticelli, a Perugino besides 
other examples of fam ous paintings by these and other artists. 
Such a collection should not have any other than noble 
housing. 
This Mr. Mellon has seen to in his munificent and 
patriotic gift to the nation. 
It is said that it com poses the rich­ 
est of all m odern collections with a possible present-day value 


of 8 4 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 .

His own records and reports, Burton J. Hendrick re­ 
veals in a fascinating article in the Atlantic Monthly, still stand as silent 
witnesses to his treason. 
In comparison, it seems, Arnold’s treason was but a paltry per­ 
form ance and he should yield the first place among traitors to B an­ 
croft.

The Akron Beacon-Journal tells 
the story in this dramatic m anner: ; 
“The rubber industry-, price cut- ! 
ting its way to destruction, is on the 
threshold of another major folly. Its 
newest idiocy is th at of passing <,fi 
onto employes an hourly wage re­ 
duction that has its origin in the 
senseless selling of tires at and be­ 
low m anufacturing cost. 
“Today the tire industry is in 
the throes of the m ost ruthless 
and 
econom ically 
unjustifiable 
cut-throat era of selling in the 
history of modern m erchandis­ 
ing. 
Every trick in the category 
of unfair com petition is being 
employed. 
“Discounts running up to 40, 50 
and 60 per cent are almost standard 
practice. Retailers are being subsi­ 
dized by m anufacturers. 
Volume 
buyers write their own ticket. 
“All thought of operating at a 
profit, seem ingly, has been east 
to four winds. 
The one all-per­ 
vading idea in the rubber indus­ 
try today is to exterm inate com ­ 
petitors; to seek a level of costs 
so low that I he less favorably 
situated 
m anufacturers cannot 
stand the pace and will be forced 
out of the field

industry which once embraced 608 
companies actively engaged in build­ 
ing tires, and now has been reduced 
to a meager 31. still Is overcrow*ded 
and must be much fu rth er com­ 
pressed.

PIT 
STORAGE 
BETTER 
THAN 
CELLAR FOR SEED POTATOES 
In the fall of 1929 Ben Koch of 
Kersey, Elk county, buried a part 
of his seed potatoes. 
These were 
planted the next spring alongside 
of potatoes from the same lot stored 
in the cellar. Tlie yield in the ft 1 
was 209 bushels per acre for the 
cellar stored seed, compared to 250 
bushels from those stored in 
the 
pit, or a difference of 41 bushels in 
favor of pitting. 
Potatoes stored in a cellar where 
there is a furnace, or even where 
there are heated rooms above, u u- 
allv will sprout and shrivel badly 
before planting time. Seed prop* rly 
i stored in a pit should come out in 
' late spring nearly as firm and u n ­ 
sprouted 
as 
when 
placed 
there. 
W ith low prices for heme-grown 
stock and relatively high seed prices, 
the farm er who has a good clean 
crop (or a lot of seconds) from a 
crop grown from disease-free seed 
can make a worth-while savin: on 
his seed costs, without much d a n ­ 
ger of reducing his yield, even if 
he does not have a satisfactory cel­ 
lar. 
It is im portant in pit storage to 
have the potatoes and the ground 
as cold as is safe before burying. 
Attem pting to pit from the field is 
s e l d o m sat is fact ory. 
Remember 
th at the potatoes will stay at very 
nearly the same tem perature 
at 
which they are put in the ph. 
Most farm ers prefer a narrow pit, 
about four feet wide and as long 
as is necessary. 
A well 
drained 
spot where water will not get in 
should 
be 
selected. 
Throw 
out 
about eight or ten inches of soil, us­ 
ing a plow* if operations an large. 
Pour the potatoes in and pile them 
up till they start to roll out of the 
hole. 
Cover w ith about a toot of 
straw and then enough dirt to hold 
the straw and shed the rain. 
Leave in this condition u n t i l 
there Is danger of the ground freez­ 
ing too hard to get more soil. T hen 
put on another foot of straw and 
five or six inches of soil well patted 
down and sm oothed off with the 
back 
of 
the 
shovel. 
Tlie straw 
should be draw n well out around 
the bottom to prevent frost w ork­ 
ing in at the ground line. 
The a l­ 
ternate layers 
of straw and s ul 
will prevent danger of freezing and 
also hold until planting time. Ven­ 
tilators are seldom necessary if the 
above directions are followed, end 
they m ay prove a source of danger. 


FALL GARDEN CLEANING WILL 
DESTROY INSECTS 
Now 
th a t vegetable 
and 
farm 
crops are harvested, it is tim e to 
destroy 
the 
insects, which have 
been troublesome this year, so as 
to prevent them from causing more 
dam age next season 
One of the best m eans ot destroy­ 
ing insects is to clean up all the ret- 
use from this year's vegetable crop, 
because infestations to field crops 
usually come from insects th at hi­ 
bernate in headlands, fence rows 
and woodlands. 
Much of the heavy infestation 
from vegetable insects can be con­ 
trolled by destroying stalks of cab­ 
bage. by plowing under refuse, or 
by raking it up and burning it. 
Cinch bugs may be destroyed by 
burning the grass very close to the 
ground in the fence rows 
Infestation of 
borers 
in corn­ 
stalks can be controlled by plow ing 
under the stalks in the field 
A general garden c le a n in ’ this 
fall will do a great deal to prevent 
insects in next season’s crops 


NOW IS THE TIME TO DRY 
SEED CORN 
Lawrence county will harvest a 
good average crop of corn of goal 
quality this year. 
Due to seasonal 
conditions, corn in Pennsylvania is 
carryin g a 
lug)' 
percentage 
of 
m oisture and for this reason care 
should be exercised in dryln 
seed 
com . 
Excess m oisture in corn at th l 
tim e of year is the m ain tactor m 
prom oting molds or Injuring the 
germ ination of corn should severe 
freezing w eather occur before tlie 
corn is thoroughly dried. 
Farm ers 
are cautioned to gather and th o ­ 
roughly dry their seed corn before 
severe freezing sets in. 
Any drying m ethod is good which 
allows free circulation of air around 
each seed ear. 
Two general m ethods are com 
in only practiced by fanners over 


APPLES A R E STAPLE, 
ABUN­ 
DANT AND ( HEAP 
Anyone who lias never experienced 
the thrill of biting into a nice juicy 
apple, picked from the ground, haa 
missed a lot. 
Apples, October and 
Hallowe’en, bring memories of bob­ 
bing lor apples and apples on 
a 
wring. 
Here in Pennsylvania ap- 
pi, s are perhaps our most staple, 
abundant and cheapest fruit, says 
s Mary Vogle, home economics 
representative. 
Even 
though 
a 
lowly 
a p p l e 
caused the downfall of man, today 
we know i : can be esteemed for it* 
food va le. Apples are largely com­ 
posed <f starch which changes to 
.ofgar as the fruit ripens. This sug- 
c r ivf s a moderate amount of heat 
and energy. The building m aterial, 
calcium and phosphorus, found in 
the average apple is small while the 
iron is fair. 
The chief food value of this fruit 
lies in its vitamin content. 
V ita­ 
min C is very abundant, wrhile a 
good s ipph ci vitam in B and a fair 
supply of vitamin A can be relied 
upon. 
Raw apples are especially high in 
vTamin C and when the skins are 
e *cn a mild roughage is furnished 
to the diet. 
Apples, because they 
are fc. se forming, help to counter­ 
act the acid foods and thereby 
aid in keeping the body in a n eu­ 
tral state as it should be for good 
health. 
Apples may be prepared in m any 
wavs. 
Tin; following recipes Miss 
Voile submits to the apple lovers; 
Apple on a Stick 
One-half cup sugar. 
One-l.ali cup light corn syrup. 
Three-fourths cup water. 
C nitm e and cook until the brlt*
